Free Press presented 9 full statement of how much grain has been ship ped 
from the lake ironts, where it has gone, and whether “carried in’ Can- 
adidn »or, foreign ‘bottoms. Also a comparison with Tast year. 

During the period from Sept. 1 to Dec. 12, 1906, there was shipped from 
the head of the Iakes 25,160,266. bushels of wheat. ‘while during the same 
period last. year the shipments were 30,411,195 . bushels. Oats show ani 
increased shipment of niore:than two. million’ bus et due td the demand 
for: wéstern oats for tha American Cereal Co. t , Peterborough, and 
barley and flax show a small increase . It is slawotiitt that no coarse 
grains -were’earried: in Americal vessels, and none were carried to Am. 
ericén potts by Canadian vessels, In the decrease in wheat shipments the 
main fallidz off has*been ‘in American vessels, 

From the» statéenient’ of the outward shipments for ‘the whéle pertod of 
navigatidn (April 17.to Dee. 12), the total shipments .of.wheat have been 
31,978,334, a2 against 29,334,881 bushels last year, or a gain for 1906 of 3,- 
350,493.’ The iticfease of grain of-all kinds to Canadian ports was 8,652,269 
bushels. 

During the period from Sept. 1 to Dee. 12 the amount of wheat reach- 
ing Montreal via the great lakes was only 4,202,950. bushels, while in 
the same period’ Port) Huron received 7,528,348 bushels, a powerful argu- 
ment for the deepening of the canals _ now much talked about. 

The three schedules «give much valuable information and should be 
kept for future reference.
